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The Civic Trust conference has produced some good ideas. 
As we said here two weeks ago, the crux of the whole problem 
of urban renewal lies in land ownership and finance: if these 
could be solved there was every likelihood that satisfactory new 
3D techniques could be worked out to produce good com- 
prehensive development plans without inhibiting the design 
of individual buildings. 


The organizers of the conference went for the big guns and 
invited many of the more forward-looking and influential 
members, both of local authorities and of the professions 
concerned, to attend, so that the opinions expressed might 
carry weight with the Minister of Housing. 


One interesting proposal, prompted to some extent by the 
Civic Trust itself, was that central area land should be paid 
for and held by a government “Land Accounting Corpora- 
tion”. Compulsory acquisition would be carried out, as now, 
by local authorities under existing powers, but the LAC would 
pay for the land and hold it until it was needed for develop- 
ment. Thus, these authorities would be encouraged to start 
the ball rolling without any feeling that they would have to 
bear a crippling burden of land acquisition in advance of 
development, and they would still have the inducement of 
increased rates obtainable from a successful scheme. 


This idea would appear to cut several Gordian knots at one 
blow, but it is important that the approach should be non- 
political, as one member of the conference said. There is 
good reason to suppose that capital advanced by the Govern- 
ment would quickly pay a profit in the more prosperous 
towns. And in the down-at-heel towns, which the Minister 
said he wanted to help, redevelopment should eventually pay 
for itself and help to bring the town back to new life. 


Another important suggestion was that existing owners of 
land might become partners in a joint enterprise either by 
accepting shares instead of cash or by accepting leases in new 
sites at a ground rent which increased with their profits. 


These suggestions were received enthusiastically by the 
conference and_they should be carefully examined. If we are 
on the way to solving practical difficulties there will be some 
big-scale opportunities for architect-planners. They should 
be prepared to seize them.

Anyone, like me, unfortunate enough to have been on 
holiday during the past fortnight will know that on those 
days on which it did not blow a gale there was no wind at 
all.

Most of the 
buildings to be found there are old-established and have 
long ago either become assimilated into the landscape or 
established as well known navigational aids—“White House 
Conspic,” as the charts say. 

The new buildings want careful watching, whether they 
be huts, shelters or houses. The Society for the Protection 
of the Solent Area is pledged to look after and develop the 
amenities of this part of the world and deserves to be 
supported. If it is to be a success it needs not only money 
but skilled guidance, for amenities mean different things to 
different people.

Drifting on one of the calm days through Hurst Narrows, 
I suddenly became aware of an unidentifiable noise as of 
thousands of seals or seabirds or farmyard beasts in 
revolutionary frame of mind. It came from a bathing beach 
in Colwell Bay. If you have never heard such a thing at 
a distance you must believe me when I say that the animal 
kingdom produces nothing so frightening as the sound of 
human beings enjoying themselves in the mass 

Through field glasses we could see the milling, splashing 
throng all gathered by the steps leading from the cliffs. They 
appeared to be tightly packed to the point of jostling each 
other, yet 50 yards from the steps, there was plenty of room, 
and 200 yards away each family could have had an acre of

Above the bathing beach we discovered, again by using 
our glasses, that the trees hid or partly hid, quite a large 
number of not very good, to say the least, examples of 
seaside architecture. The only ones that offended were those 
that did not sink into the background. The moral of this is, 
if your architecture is bad, put trees round it or use back- 
ground colours for its construction and decoration. 

Hurst Castle, antique in foundation but messed about 
and added to in more than one invasion scare, has a 
curiously remote architectural quality which is enhanced 
by its two lighthouses, one immaculate white and one com- 
pletely red. As we went by, a man who looked suspiciously 
like our window-cleaner from home was using his A-shaped 
ladder to help him polish the lantern. 


These ‘ugly schools’ 

Modern British schools have such a world-wide reputation 
for excellence of design that we are inclined to think that 
everyone admires them. Sir Frank Markham, Conserva- 
tive MP for Buckingham, is among the unconverted. In a 
recent debate in the House he is reported as having said 
that modern school buildings were “becoming the ugliest 
monuments to the visual lack of imagination of our 
generation”. “Good gracious how awful” and “how in- 
credibly ugly” were other remarks he used about them. 
Sir Frank had studied schools in Bedfordshire, Buckingham- 
shire, Lancashire and Northamptonshire. I do not know 
anything particular about the schools in these counties, 
but I imagine that they are representative of the general 
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run of school building in the country. Mind you, one does 
see, from time to time, modern schools which are not up to 
the standards set by the best designers. A great deal depends, 
too, on the landscaping and planting round a new school 
particularly if the building is placed in the middle of a flat 
blank site. Too often too little attention is paid to this 
point. Perhaps that is what misled Sir Frank. He appears 
to be ignorant of the true functions of the Royal Fine Art 
Commission, for he asked the Minister of Education to get 
the RFAC to report on the school buildings he mentioned. 

This attack was delivered virtually on the eve of Sir 
David Eccles’ departure for the Triennale at Milan, where, 
as most of us know, a British primary school forms the 
backbone of our national exhibit. 


Meretricious sculpture 


I hate to offend a “fan”, but I can see nothing inappropriate 
in my condemnation of the horrid sculptured collecting 
boxes which now clutter many of our main shopping streets 
(see Mr. Rawson F. Stagg’s letter in last week's issue). 
My complaint has nothing whatever to do with the causes 
for which these boxes operate. If I had any good ideas 
for collecting money for charity, I would gladly pass them 
on, but the fact that I have none should not debar me 
from making known my dislike for this current outbreak 
of beastliness. 


Nervi in Edinburgh 


This year’s Royal Gold Medalist, Professor Pier Luigi 
Nervi, was here again last week to receive the Honorary 
Degree of LL.D. from the University of Edinburgh. When 
he was here before, he expressed polite curiosity at the 
degree that was to be conferred upon him and was told to 
his amusement that it was the only honorary degree that 
Edinburgh had to offer.

The professor spent some time in the Department of 
Architecture of the university, meeting staff and students, 
who plied him with questions about his work and his views 
on the future of architecture and engineering. He will 
present one of the three main papers at the sixth Congress 
of the International Union of Architects to be held in Lon- 
don in July, 1961. 


Land for building 


I wrote recently about the cost of building land. At about 
the same time the BBC programme “Town and Country” 
included some interviews with people in the land business. 
It was rather a long-winded business but some interesting 
things were said. For instance, an estate near Sevenoaks in 
the London green belt is worth about a hundred pounds 
an acre. If it could be sold for building land it would be 
worth about four thousand pounds an acre. As there are 
two thousand acres available the difference in the value 
to the landowner would be seven million eight hundred 
thousand pounds. 

A plot of land near the Bank of England was sold the 
other day at a hundred pounds a square foot or four 
million pounds an acre. But is this really so dear? Were we 
not brought up on the story that a golden sovereign would 
not purchase the space it occupied in the City of London or 
was ita dollar in New York? 

The programme suggested that people were buying up 
land in the green belts on the off-chance that the restrictions 
would be relaxed, and, that they were paying far more 
than its current value. Finally the interviewer warned 
against the dangers inherent in the pressure that is bound to 
be brought to bear on planning officials and members of 
planning committees by unscrupulous landowners and 
dealers in land. The general conclusion of the programme 
was that more land must be made available for building but 
it gave little guidance as to the source of the supply.

Sir—The architect's view of technical magazines is strictly 
utilitarian. He judges them by the quality and presentation 
of their contents, layout and typography being assessed 
simply as aids, or otherwise, to reading, referencing or 
finding material, often after the lapse of months 

Magazines may have to be bound or cut down for classi- 
fied filing. The architect wants clear numbers at the head 
of each page for indexing material, wide spine margins for 
filing, bold headings and sub-headings and, where many 
magazines are taken, a clearly recognizable house style. 

The earlier format of the A. & B.N., though conservative, 
was good on all these counts. Does the “new look” offer 
any advantages? 

The contents are as good as we have come to expect and 
certain sections, such as Events and Comments and New 
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Products, are better set out. The serial number of the week 
on the front cover is also welcomed. 

On the other hand, there are criticisms. Page numbers 
are often minute and spine margins too narrow. Several 
of the photographs are bled-off to the edge of the sheet, 
where they will get thumbed and possibly torn. The typo- 
graphy, too, is strangely mixed, with some of the sub- 
headings scarcely bold enough to serve their purpose. 

Finally, there is the question of house style. The new 
cover, though pleasant, is very similar to that recently 
adopted by a number of other magazines. If, in addition, 
it is to change its colour weekly, a valuable aid to quick 
location will be lost. May I suggest that you keep to one 
colour and continue it across the spine, which could also 
carry the label A. & B.N. and the issue date. A schedule 
of contents on the front page would also make things easier 
in an increasingly complicated world.

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Two A and BN contributors pick out the highlights of the Civic Trust’s one-day conference at Middlesex Guildhall 


The “meat” of the conference was of two kinds—semi- 
policy statements by the Minister and by Messrs. Fiske and 
Edmonds—the Castor and Pollux of the LCC—and some 
very useful suggestions on possible new methods of 
assembling central area land in one piece so that it could 
be redeveloped comprehensively. 

Mr. Henry Brooke went perceptibly beyond the usual 
Ministerial double-talk and appeared to be saying that he 
really intended to get down to the job of rebuilding centres, 
not only the prosperous ones like Piccadilly but also the 
“worn out, old-fashioned and ugly centres of towns which 
have gone downhill”. 

Mr. Richard Edmonds, chairman of the LCC Town 
planning committee, agreed with the TPI that new Ministry 
of Housing grants were needed in central areas to supple- 
ment the bare-bones grants of the Ministry of Transport 
if we were to get on with the job, and showed by examples 
that even a wealthy authority like the LCC could not afford, 
by itself, to do more than a small fraction of the 
comprehensive development thrown up by road improve- 
ments. 

Mr. W. G. Fiske, chairman of the LCC new and expanded 
towns committee, referred sadly to the “twin financial 
pilots” of the 1947 Act—compensation and betterment. 
One of these supports was kicked away and the planning 
structure is now so unsafe that it may fall to the ground in 
ruins at any moment. This is the crux of the problem and 
until some financial supports are reinstated “our planning 
world is in danger”. He felt that most of our difficulties 
were likely to occur at traffic intersections. The problem 
there was much more than a merely traffic one: it was a 
“complete piece of civic redesigning and perhaps a greater 
liaison between the two ministries is required to bring this 
about. It is certainly a situation which must involve the 
Government”. 

He finally suggested a consortium of private enterprise 
and private finance working with the local authority and 
the Government. This point was taken up brilliantly by two 
speakers, Mr. Dulake and Mr. Henry Wells. 


* 


Mr. Dulake suggested setting up a special Trust for each 
scheme. The trustees and their consultants would be paid, 
but the Trust itself would be non-profit-making. The Trust 
would agree with the planning authority on the actual 
boundray of the area to be redeveloped and this would 
be compulsorily acquired by the planning authority and 
transferred at cost to the Trust. A 3D scheme would be 
commissioned and the reconstituted sites sold to the 
developers who made the highest bid, subject to covenants 
to build in accordance with the scheme. 

The Trust would not necessarily need to put up any 
purchase money as the land could be conveyed from the 
original owners to the Trust and from the Trust to the 
developers “on the same day” (the solicitors would have 
to work a bit faster than usual). Displaced lessees and owner- 
occupiers of small sites would have the first refusal of 
suitable tenancies in the new buildings. Any surplus cash 
from the whole transaction would go to the planning 
authority. 

Although the idea needed working out in detail, it seemed 
to be possible under existing legislation or at least under 
amending legislation which would not arouse any political 
misgivings by the present Government. 


* 


Mr. Wells had even more far-reaching proposals but they 
also had the ring of practicality. He suggested the establish- 
ment of a Government corporation which he called a Land 
Accounting Corporation. Local authorities would operate 
their statutory powers of compulsory acquisition subject to 
the present safeguards, but the actual cost of the land would 
be paid for by the LAC, with the district valuer negotiating

the prices as at present. The land would be held by the 
LAC and made available at market value to the local 
authority, private developers, or to the Government as it 
was needed for redevelopment in accordance with the 
master plan. Normally he expected that the re-selling would 
show a profit but sometimes there might be a loss on the 
whole area. 

The advantages of this proposal would be that profitable 
developments would help to finance unprofitable ones: that 
the temporary heavy burdens of loan charges would not fall 
on the rates but would be borne by the LAC; that the 
local authority would retain its full responsibility for 
acquisition and replanning although it would not necessarily 
carry out the actual redevelopment; and finally that private 
enterprise could play its full part. 

Mr. Wells put forward two further very interesting 
suggestions for encouraging private enterprise. One was that 
existing owners should be offered the option of a share in 
the undertaking instead of receiving cash for their property. 
The other was that local authorities should lease land to 
developers at ground rents which were reviewed at regular 
intervals and adjusted to represent a fixed proportion of the 
“rack rental value” that is the rent that the property would 
fetch in the open market. This would give both the developer 
and the local authority an equal stake in the prosperity of 
the development. 


There were so many familiar faces from the Piccadilly 
inquiry that one expected to see the rubicund visage of Jack 
Cotton leaning over to whisper a sly comment into the ear 
of some cohort, The faintly dreamlike quality was further 
accentuated when the roles were switched, and instead of 
presiding over the affair and occasionally directing a quizzi- 
cal look at a witness over the top of his spectacles, Mr. Colin 
Buchanan himself offered testimony to the grievous chaos 
to which our cities are being rapidly reduced by traffic 
congestion. “What the motor vehicle has done,” he stated, 
“is to kill stone dead the long-established concept of the 
ordinary street.” He described motor traffic as a shaping 
influence of the greatest power over the form redevelopment 
must take, and said he had a hunch that eventually people 
would demand something more than palliative measures for 
coping with it. 

That the solution for this and many other problems lay 
in comprehensive redevelopment scarcely needed stressing. 
The conference was agreed on this before the start. An 
excellent analysis of the problem, and some practical 
suggested alternatives for dealing with it had already been 
made and circulated for the benefit of those present. The 
crux of the matter lay not so much in devising technical 
methods, but in finding some method for financing the 
acquisition of property held in multiple ownership without 
resorting to dictatorial methods. It seemed reasonable that 
some of the gains made in highly profitable redevelopments 
should be used to offset losses in areas where it was equally 
essential but not profitable. 

Mr. Henry Wells’s idea for a Land Accounting Corpora- 
tion might be the answer and would provide not only that 
financing arrangements would be geared to long-term 
operation; that membership would be chosen with an eye 
to experience; but also that expert architectural, planning 
and surveying staff would be available. 

Summing up, Sir William Holford said this idea must be 
followed up. He also complimented the conference for 
having conducted itself with a sense of individual 
responsibility. Not once was the question asked, who is to 
be the leader of the planning team? 

With such an auspicious start it is unthinkable that any- 
one should have left the conference room expecting the 
Civic Trust to “carry on” from there. The Battle of 
Piccadilly was a mere skirmish in the struggle still to come.

Urgent need for transport studies 


A plea for the creation of some form of planning educa- 
tional establishment, having transport as one of its principal 
departments was made by Patrick Horsbrugh in a recent 
address to the Railway Conversion League. Mr. Horsbrugh 
has just returned to this country from Canada, where he has 
been Director of The Hamilton-Wentworth Planning Board, 
Ontario. He is going to America in August. 

He said that any review of redevelopment schemes for 
the intensification of land uses on either side of the Atlantic 
would confirm that structural replacement and ease of 
movement were becoming more and more closely asso- 
ciated, and that it was now vitally necessary for planners 
to become more involved in traffic problems. For this 
additional task the planner was unlikely to have received 
any formal training if he had only undertaken the normal 
architectural or planning courses; no improvement in 
mutual understanding between planners and transport engi- 
neers was possible without the provision of new educational 
facilities. 

“The planning schools both here and abroad,” he said,

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“have, for the most part, grown from established schools 
of architecture, and as such are regarded as extensions of 
specialized training instead of the subject of planning being 
regarded in its own right as absolutely fundamental, with 
architecture taking its place as a detail of the scene whether 
it be urban, rural or desert. 

“In suggesting a more balanced programme of study, | am 
exploring the possibility of five- to seven-year graduate 
courses arising from a primary training in landscape com- 
prehension, thereafter breaking into four complementary 
secondary courses of regional planning, urban planning, 
architecture and transport, with a further two years for 
post-graduate courses to permit specializations. 

“The complementary quadrants of the main course 
naturally overlap, and allow the introduction of other 
essential ingredients, such as finance and political economy. 
The inclusion of the quadrant is vital for the understanding 
and development of the two planning courses, and is an 
essential counterbalance to the passivity of architectural 
design. 

“Most urgent of these four subjects at this time, is of 
course, transport, since the other courses already exist in 
part and answer to an accepted need. 

“If a Chair of Transport Studies could be created,” he 
went on, “the previous role of architecture as the parent 
of planning courses might be superseded by transport, the 
vital service basic to all the other subjects comprising 
environmental design. 

“The anatomy of transport now requires to be studied 
before the environment can be recomposed, even as struc- 
ture must be studied before architecture can be achieved. 
Since the economy of this country depends so much upon 
brain power, I insist on stressing the need for alertness and 
anticipation in respect of invention and new types of vehicle 
and their potentialities, such as Hovercraft and Cushion- 
craft, which I have recently been to see, and the freight 
handling capabilities of vertical flight.” 

There were several people in this country who had 
fought long for the establishment of schools of construc- 
tion and he hoped they would continue to press their case. 
In this connection the University of Durham would 
immediately occur to them, and now at the University of 
Birmingham a Graduate School in Highway and Traffic 
Engineering had been established as part of the Department 
of Civil Engineering. “We should rejoice at that achieve- 
ment,” said Mr. Horsbrugh, “but still I plead for the study 
of transport in total and in context.” 


Ministry’s list of contractors 


Following an investigation by Mr. Harmar Nicholls, 
Parliamentary Secretary to the Ministry of Works, the 
Ministry is to revise its procedure for listing possible con- 
tractors for its constructional work to ensure that every 
building and civil engineering contractor in the country has 
a fair chance of being considered. All firms of suitable 
standing will be told how they may get on to the Ministry’s 
approved list, from which firms are selected for invitation 
to tender. The Ministry is also going to make sure that 
information about firms already on the list is up-to-date. 

The present approved list contains the names of some 
17,500 firms, of which some 5,000 are general contractors 
and the remainder specialists. It has always been open to any 
firm which considers it has the capacity to undertake work 
for the Ministry to apply to be put on the list. Before a firm 
is entered, the Ministry visits its premises, examines the 
work it has done and takes up references. 

Next September the Ministry will invite firms not on the 
list to write for an application form, which will have to be 
completed and supported by a certificate signed by a 
qualified architect, surveyor or engineer to the effect that 
the applicants are of good standing and capable of carrying 
out jobs of the size stated. Such applications as are judged 
satisfactory will be placed initially on a provisional list and 
considered with firms on the approved list when the 
Ministry draws up lists of firms to be invited to tender. 
Before being invited, the references of such a firm will be 
taken up and its premises and capabilities inspected. If it 
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then comes up to approved list standards, it will be trans- 
ferred to that list. 

It should be pointed out that on January 1, 1960, the 
Ministry had in force only 871 new works contracts and 
618 maintenance contracts, so that every firm on the list 
cannot expect frequent invitations. 

To ensure that the present list is up-to-date, the Ministry 
will invite those firms on it who have not been in recent 
touch with the department to report any changes in their 
organization and capabilities. The Ministry particularly 
wants to hear of firms which can now carry out larger jobs 
than when they were first entered. 


Autumn study courses 


Details have been issued of four courses arranged by the 
Institute of Advanced Architectural Studies for the autumn. 

There will be a conference on The Architecture of New 
Theatres, from September 9 to 13. It is pointed out that, 
in designing up-to-date theatres, architects have to take 
into account the demands by producers and dramatists for 
a new relationship between audience and stage. This may 


call for a completely fresh approach to the layout of 
buildings.

The Institute has also arranged a new course on Colour 
in Architecture, which is intended to correlate existing 
knowledge and opinions, and to suggest new approaches to 
the problem of using colour constructively. (September 29 
to October 4). 

In addition, there will be repeats of two courses—Modern 
Techniques in Concrete Construction (September 5 to 9) 
and Architectural Project Management (October 7 to 11). 

All courses will be held at the Institute, Micklegate, York. 
Tuition fees are 6gns for each course. Accommodation 
will be arranged by the Institute at a nearby hotel. Appli- 
cation forms and further details may be obtained from the 
secretary, Mr. J. P. West-Taylor. 


Cement shortage in Monmouthshire 


A cement shortage is hitting the building industry in 
Monmouthshire. Builders’ merchants in Newport have 
reported great difficulty in supplying customers, and 
emergency deliveries are being accepted from England. 
One merchant said he was rationing customers to five bags 
of cement a day. 

Meanwhile builders are taking emergency measures to 
meet the shortage. One said: “How long we can continue at 


full pressure is very doubtful. We are now in the peak 
building period of the year and if we have to slow down 
production the position will be extremely serious.” 


Accident prevention course 


The Federation of Civil Engineering Contractors has 
announced its support for the Building and Civil Engineer- 
ing Accident Prevention Course to be run by the Royal 
Society for the Prevention of Accidents. The course is 
designed mainly for safety officers. 


Leeds Hoffman Wood appointment 


Mr. R. Furneaux Jordan, A.R.1.B.A., writer and lecturer on 
architecture, has been appointed to the Hoffman Wood 
Chair of Architecture at Leeds University for the coming 
session. 


Development group post filled 


Oliver J. Cox has been appointed by the Ministry of Hous- 
ing and Local Government as Directing Grade Architect, 
at a salary of £3,000 a year, to take charge of the new 
development group being formed at the ministry. He takes 
up his duties on August 29. 

For the past year Mr. Cox has been architect-in-charge 
of the L.C.C.’s proposed new town at Hook. Before that he 
was the architect-in-charge of the development group in 
the L.C.C.’s Housing Division.

What is litter ? 


The Litter Act, 1958, was passed in a further endeavour 
to stop the spreading of litter about the countryside but, 
like every other Act, its terms must be carefully considered 
before its assistance be invoked. The Pembrokeshire 
County Council in April, 1959, became aware that a dere- 
lict motor-car had been deposited in a quarry situated in 
their area. They soon discovered that it had been left there 
without authority and, indeed, who had left it there. They 
decided to prosecute, and in the ensuing case, } aughan v. 
Biggs, they established all the facts just mentioned. The 
county council also established the not-too-surprising fact 
that the car constituted litter. This was sufficient for the 
magistrates, who convicted the defendant and fined him £5. 

The Lord Chief Justice, on appeal, pointed out that the 
date on which the car had been left in the quarry had not 
been proved. He then referred to the words of section | 
of the Act and said 

“Observe that there are two ingredients there, the throw- 
ing down, dropping or otherwise depositing and the leaving. 
It is quite clear that not only the depositing but the leaving 
is necessary, because it was not intended that an offence 
should be committed if somebody deposited litter and im- 
mediately cleared it up. Accordingly, although the Act 
constituting the offence consists of throwing down. drop- 
ping, or otherwise depositing, it is only an offence if it is 
not removed.” 

It followed that as it had not been proved that the in- 
formation had been laid within six months of the date of 
the alleged offence (as is required by section 104 of the 
Magistrates Courts Act, 1952) the appeal was allowed. 


Houses in the country 


The figures published annually for planning appeals 
made to the Ministry of Housing show that a very large 
number of such appeals concern the building of single 
houses in the country. It is, no doubt, this fact that has led 
the Minister of Housing to remark in Circular 26,60 “he 
thinks that the policy in relation to the building of houses 
in rural areas, and the reasons for that policy, ought to be 
more widely publicised. It seems to the Minister that this 
would help people who are considering building in the 
country”. 

He accordingly announces the publication of a new 
booklet on the subject, so far concerning single houses and 
small groups of houses only. The principles upon which 
the Minister states that he acts are as follows: 

(a) In a village, permission for a well-sited and well- 
designed house will normally be granted unless the local 
planning authority have a definite reason to the contrary: 
for example, where the site is reserved for an essential 
local purpose. 

(b) In the open country, new houses will not normally 
be permitted unless the development plan provides 
accordingly, or unless on the merits of the particular case 
there is a special need. 

(c) Additions to existing ribbon development or to 
scattered building will not usually be allowed, apart from 
infilling. 

One of the most important recommendations in the 
circular is the suggestion by the Ministry that local 
authorities generally should follow the lead afforded by some 
authorities. These latter keep maps on which they record 
planning applications in their rural areas and the decisions 
given on them. This is admirable advice but it is some- 
what surprising that it should be necessary when it has 
been the statutory duty of authorities to keep a closely 
similar map (under the General Development Order) for 
some 10 years past. 


Washing facilities in factories 


Mr. Edward Heath, Minister of Labour. laid before 
Parliament on July 21, the Washing Facilities (Miscellaneous 
Industries) Regulations, 1960.* They will come into 
operation on August | next. 

*S.1, 1960 No. 1214, H.M. Stationery Office, price 3d net 
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These regulations bring orders and regulations made from 
time to time under the Factories Acts containing special 
provisions relating to washing facilities in factories into 
line with section 18 of the 1959 Factories Act. This section 
requires that running hot and cold or warm water shall be 
among the facilities provided for washing for workers em- 
ployed in factories.

“Planning powers abused’’—peer 


In the House of Lords the Government was asked by Lord 
Somers whether they were aware of the abuses which 
frequently occurred in the local administration of the Town 
and Country Planning Acts. 

Explaining his question, Lord Somers said as one looked 
around the countryside today, one was only too sorry that 
these Acts were not a little more effective in preventing the 
constant desecration of the countryside. But what he was 
really querying was the method by which the powers vested 
in these authorities were sometimes administered. 

When one appealed against any judgement made by a 
local authority, the appeal went not to an impartial judge 
but to the local authority which had made the judgement. 

He considered the powers were worthy of a little inspection 
and perhaps a little control, if possible, from the Govern- 
ment. Lord Somers thought that in particular the Town and 
Country Planning Act, 1947, had been abused on several 
occasions. He cited cases in which he considered there had 
been abuse. 

Replying for the Government, Earl Waldegrave said the 
Government was not aware of frequent abuses against 
individual freedom. He wondered whether Lord Somers 
realized that appeals were made not to the local authority 
but to the Minister. About one-third of all appeals succeeded. 

Lord Waldegrave said local planning authorities dealt with 
a very large number of planning applications, and their work 
in controlling and guiding development of all kinds was a 
necessary public service. 

With the limited amount of land in this country, there 
would indeed be much more to complain about if they did 
not have this sort of machinery (July 18). 


The land crisis 


Among measures suggested by Mr. Gaitskell in the 
Commons for dealing with what he called the “sensational 
and shocking rise in the price of land” and “the land price 
scandal”, were the building of more new towns well away 
from existing urban districts, a capital gains tax, encourage- 
ment to local authorities to buy up sites for redevelopment 
areas and the appointment of regional planning bodies. 

Replying, Mr. Henry Brooke said he would not rule out 
the idea of development corporation machinery for major 
overspill schemes if local authorities wanted it. Nor did he 
rule out the idea of new towns, though he thought the 
search of the LCC recently showed how hard it was to find 
a suitable site for a new town, as distinct from an expanded 
town. 

Land was bound to be naturally scarce whenever an area 
was fully built up. “Even when the sharpest increases in 
land values have occurred, there is little sign that prices 
are holding up development.” 

No government or power could prevent land prices rising 
in a prosperous country where there was limited land. His 
business was to see there was no artificial rise in prices 
through too little land being allocated for necessary and 
desirable uses. That was why they should not panic, or seek 
quack remedies (July 18).

Architect: the late FRANK LLOYD WRIGHT 


“We are not building a cellular com- 
position of compartments, but one where 
all is one great space on a continuous 
floor . . . the whole cast in concrete 
more an eggshell in form than a criss- 
cross stick structure. The concrete is 
rendered strong enough everywhere to 
do its work by filaments of steel, 
separate or in mesh.

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Primarily a museum of twentieth-century art—its purpose 
is to foster an appreciation of art by acquainting the public 
with major examples of painting, sculpture and the graphic 
arts.

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THE Solomon R. Guggenheim 
Memorial Museum's walls and 
spaces, inside and outside, are one in 
substance and effect. Walls slant gently 
outward forming a giant spiral for a 
well defined purpose: a new unity be- 
tween beholder, painting and architec- 
ture. As planned, in the easy downward 
drift of the viewer on the giant spiral. 
pictures are not to be seen bolt-upright 
as though painted on the wall behind 
them. Gently inclined, faced slightly 
upward to the viewer and to the light 
in accord with the upward sweep of 
the spiral, the paintings themselves are 
emphasized as features in themselves 
and are not hung “square” but grace- 
fully yield to movement as set up by 
these slightly curving massive walls. 
In a great upward sweep of movement 
the picture is seen framed as a feature 
of Architecture. The character of the 
building itself as Architecture amounts 
to “framing”. The flat-plane of the 
picture thus detached by the curve of 
the wall is presented to view much as 
jade or a jewel set as a signet in a ring. 
Precious. as itself.

Slightly tilted curving away of the 
walls against which the pictures are 
thus placed not only presents no diffi- 
culty in either practice or aesthetics 
and facilitates viewing, but the wide 
curvature of the main walls is, to the 
painting, a positive asset. Occasional 
sculpture may rise from oval or circu- 
lar masonry pedestals of the same 
colour and material as the floor and 
walls of the Museum. Comfortable tow 
seats of the same character are placed 
conveniently at the base of the struc- 
tural webs forming the sides of the 
alcoves. The gentle upward, or down- 
ward, sweep of the main spiral-ramp 
itself serves to make visitors more com- 
fortable by their very gradual descent 
along the spiral, viewing the various 
exhibits: the generous elevator is 
doing the lifting, the visitor the drift- 
ing from alcove to alcove.

Three different ways of lighting from 
above the paintings placed in these 
alcoves are designed. One—from the 
reflected light directly overhead from 
beneath the overhanging wall of the 
spiral. 


Two—the same but daylight regu- 
lated by invisible, semi-transparent, 
easily adjustable plastic blinds. 


Three—emphasizing the lighting of 
the picture by brilliant reflection from 
a continuous mirror placed on the 
opposite vertical wall-space of the 
overhead space of the ceiling-light 
itself. Accent upon the picture. 


All three methods are supplemented 
by ample artificial lighting by fixture 
from the same source. 


From beneath the continuous gently 
sloping picture-walls throughout the 
spiral, at low level just above the floor 
slants a lower portion of the picture- 
wall. A base-band: a low slope extend 
ing outward on the floor from the 
picture-wall about Sft. This lower 
counter-slope of wall is a break in the 
picture-wall extending directly out 
under the top-light and is designed not 
only to sub-light the picture and 
amplify the wall surface but to act as 
safeguard from meddlesome observers, 
as no glass need be used on the paint- 
ing.

These new arrange 
ments are designed in conscious 
deference to the depth-plane of the 
Third-dimension practical in 
modern organic-architecture. This 
liberation of Painting by Architecture 
is a fresh accent in modern-culture.

Typical of the details of this edifice, 
symbolic-figure is the oval seed-pod 
containing globular units.

this relationship to architectural en- 
vironment, Painting no longer com- 
pelled by the “strait-jacket” of the 
tyrannical rectilinear. 


Along the gradual descent of the 
great spiral ramp of the architecture 
the lower break of the picture-wall 
itself, the base-band, extends outward 
over the floor and is seen as a device 
designed not only to sublight the 
picture above it and light the ceiling 
surface of the alcove in which pictures 
are placed but also to refract light 
upon the webs, or side-walls, of the 
alcove. A subtle modification of light 
on these side-walls or “webs” is 
directly related to the painting as a 
picture. So this continuous sloping 
break outward of the wall at low level 
is not only a lighting-feature but is, 
no less, fundamental wall surface. 
Incidentally this feature serves as pro- 


tection from any approach to the 
picture beyond a safe distance of 
several feet by an _ over-curious 


observer. By slightly leaning forward, 
any legitimate curiosity concerning 
any particular painting may be exer- 
cised if some observer so desires. 
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Similarly tilted backward are various 
additional double-faced screens of 
various widths and heights to afford 
additional picture-surface to the 
alcoves. Ingenious arrangements are 
intended and suggested. These arrange- 
ments may be few or many at the many 
different levels of the grand spiral. The 
top-level ramp is higher than the others 
and is to be used as research libraries 
and studios as required. 


* 


Finally: in any right-angled room 
the oblong or square flat plane of a 
picture automatically becomes sub- 
servient to the square of the architec- 
ture. In the plastic third-dimensional 
sweep of the main spiral of the 
Guggenheim Museum any particular 
picture will become free to be itself ; 
be not only master of its own allotted 
space, but every feature of its environ- 
ment will exhilarate and contribute in 
its place as a painting to its own 
dignity and significance. Features of 
the picture ordinarily obscured or lost 
are now liberated and seen: the 
character of all things seen being modi- 
fied by a fresh, harmonious architec- 
tural contiguity. 

Paintings thus presented gain new 
dimensions. 
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On the following pages four 
short-listed schemes in the 
comprehensive development 
for Site | at the Elephant and 
Castle are described. The 
winning scheme (architects: 
Boissevain and Osmond) was 
illustrated last week, and we 
start with an artist's impres- 
sion of the central idea in 
this winning scheme: an 
introvert shopping centre 
providing shopping arcades 
on three floors rather in the 
style of the Galleria at Milan 
(below). It is interesting to 
compare the four runners-up, 
all highly commended for 
their architectural quality, 
with the winners’ approach 
to the problem

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‘THE same principles have been 
followed in designing the building 
on Site No. | as for those on Site No. 2 
(which is now under construction). 
The various buildings required have 
been fitted into a general scheme of 
the future development, as well as into 
the permanent features of the neigh- 
bourhood, in order to form an inte- 
grated townscape. 


Shopping 


The most important part of the Site 
is constituted by the shopping on two 
levels. The general recommendations 
of the Council’s plan have been closely 
followed. On Newington Butts, two 
buildings are proposed, one incor- 
porating the underground station, the 
other providing a Freestanding Public 
House. 

Set back from the road but easily 
accessible and visible from it is the 
main Shopping Parade, which has 
return frontages to Walworth Street to 
the South and New Kent Road to the 
North. 

In view of the very special way of 
access to the Site, at three levels, it 
was possible to develop shopping at 
all main levels. 


Office Blocks 


The office buildings (of which there 
are two) form a specially dominant 
feature. For this reason a_ similar 
system of grid plan was employed as 
on Site 2, so that the buildings on both 
sites have a common denominator. 
Similarly, not only was the height of 
the office blocks kept the same on both 
sites, but the general rhythm of the 
buildings co-related to each other, the 
line of the ground floor soffits of the 
office block kept at the identical height 
of 15ft. 


Treatment of Facades 


The treatment of the facades is very 
similar to that of Site No. 2, granite 
cladding on the ground floor and bush 
hammered concrete on the upper 
floors, same windows, and in general 
similar treatment. Nevertheless, all the 
facades. with their similar elements 
have been treated individually in order 
to obviate monotony and, in fact, are 
all different. 


Advertisements 


Luminous and other advertisements 
have now been carefully studied. It is 
proposed that these are placed in 
special strategic positions so that they 
can be seen when approaching the 
Elephant and Castle from the roads 
converging on to the two roundabouts 
and also from nearer. They are also 
part of the general composition and 
their overall proportions have been 
carefully considered. 


Gardens and Planting 


It is proposed that the Site on its 
perimeter especially on the New Kent 
Road and Walworth Road ends, should 
be planted in order to provide a barrier 
between pedestrians and traffic.

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HE scheme for this site has been

These being 
the roundabout to the north, Newing- 
ton Butts and Draper Street. The 
intention was to aid the definition of 
the vast space created by the Elephant 
and Castle roundabout, and relate it to 
a smaller more intimate space adjoin- 
ing the Draper Street roundabout by 
means of a sunken courtyard running 
parallel to Newington Butts. In doing 
this it was important that these spaces 
should not lose their separate identi- 
tres. 

In three dimensions this intention is 
fulfilled by the careful placing of 
buildings with selected height. 

A low strip of building, 14ft in 
height is placed in a peripheral form 
broadly defining the external spaces, 
and screening the railway viaduct. The 
previously mentioned spatial relation- 
ships are given accentuated definition 
by placing elements on top of the low 
block. Thus by control of the physical 
mass these elements define the spaces, 
relate to other buildings in the overall 
plan and preserve their separate iden- 
tities. 

The office tower block 186ft high. 
is related to the London School of 
Printing tower, and the office tower on 
Site No. 2. As this tower is placed on 
the north west corner of the scheme it 
helps to define the space around the 
Elephant and Castle roundabout. The 
space at the southern end of the 
scheme, adjoining the Draper Street 
roundabout, is defined by an east west 
office slab block, which relates in 
height to the L.C.C. housing scheme. 

The definition of the space adjoining 
Newington Butts is accentuated by the 
underground _ station/public house 
complex, the department store and the 
office slab block. These buildings have 
a general height relationship to those 
on the west side of Newington Butts. 

The question of advertisements 
formed a very important element in 
the external appearance of the scheme, 
and it has been the intention of the 
designers to integrate such elements 
into the architecture. 


Construction and Finishes 


The buildings are designed to be 
built of reinforced concrete for 
columns, beams, floor and roof slabs, 
circulation cores, staircases, lift motor 
room and tank rooms and ramps. Shop 
party walls are cavity brick 
walling. 

The buildings are to be clad with 
two types of reconstructed stone. The 
under cill panels to both the office 
tower and office slab are pyramidal 
shaped units of reconstructed stone. 
The remainder of the buildings except 
for windows, and the panels of 
coloured light on the department store 
and the cinema, are to be faced with 
flat panels of reconstructed stone.

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T= scheme as originally submitted 
has been developed and extended 
to include the reconstruction of the 
A.B.C. Cinema in New Kent Road; 
apart from this the basic layout has 
been retained without material altera- 
tion. Shops and offices are combined 
in one building complex the main 
element of which is a block facing 
Newington Butts with a short return 
to Walworth Road. The secondary 
element in the design is a lower build- 
ing at right-angles to the main block 
fulfilling an important function in the 
overall L.C.C. scheme for the area by 
completing a low level enclosure to the 
northern roundabout. Together with 
the low block of the London School 
of Printing, this building provides a 
visual restriction in the heart of the 
scheme. 

Between the two main elements is 
sited a large pedestrian shopping area 
on two levels. Above the ground level 
shops a broad band for advertising 
encompasses the scheme. This strong 
horizontal feature sweeps around and 
through the composition and termin- 
ates opposite the tall block with its 
vertical advertising proposed by the 
L.CC. in Draper Street housing 
development. An additional high level 
band of solid wall on the main build- 
ing is also intended for advertising and 
there are various solus sites in selected 
positions as shown on the model. 

With regard to the massing of the 
building it is not intended to have any 
roof structures on the scheme with the 
exception of tank rooms which will be 
flat roofed and kept below the high 
upstand parapet around the roofs. 
Lift motor rooms will be contained 
within the bulk of the building. 

In addition to shops and offices the 
scheme also provides a supermarket, 
a department store, a news cinema and 
easy interchange facilities between 
bus-stops and the underground station. 


Construction and Materials 


The whole of the scheme is designed 
to be constructed in reinforced con- 
crete with the exception of the A.B.C. 
Cinema roof. This roof will consist of 
prefabricated metal decking on bow- 
strung trusses. 

The use of external materials has 
been determined by the wish to express 
clearly the main elements of the com- 
position, namely, structure. cladding 
and the main advertising panel. 

The main structural columns will 
be clad in a black glass mosaic with 
window panels in dark green exposed 
aggregate slabs used as permanent 
shuttering. Superimposed over this 
main structure will be a sub-structure 
in the form of a tracery of mullions 
and transomes clad in white exposed 
aggregate slabs. 

The main advertising band which 
encompasses the whole scheme at 
first floor level will be constructed in 
a medium to dark brown facing brick 
of regular size and even texture with 
raked horizontal joints and flush per- 
pends to give a strong mechanical 
horizontal emphasis.

“Bearinz in mind the commercial 
value of neon lighting and signs, 
and the necessity of creating a living 
neighbourhood at night similar to 
Piccadilly Circus, special provision 
has been made to accommodate this 
form of illumination. This has been 
done without lowering any daylighting 
standards within the building and in 
no place do the signs project across 
window openings in the normal 
haphazard manner” 
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HE London County Council's 

original requirement that 4acre 
of paving be provided in front of the 
shops automatically positioned the 
major part of the shopping parallel to 
the railway viaduct. This decision 
solved the problem of quick-service 
rear access to the shops and provided 
a screen to the Southern Region via- 
duct. At this point it was realized that 
a sense of enclosure to the paved area 
was necessary and this was achieved 
by bringing the store forward at the 
southern end of the site and position- 
ing the office building at the northern 
end. This latter building has been 
placed on the access of the tube sta- 
tion which is to be retained and. by 
linking this with a low building front- 
ing the main road and containing a 
public house, a sense of enclosure has 
been achieved. As the railway viaduct 
forms a visual barrier to the site from 
the east, it was realized that a complete 
enclosure resulting from the layout 
could be commercially detrimental 
unless the interior of the shopping 
precinct could be seen from all the 
adjacent sites and even as far as 
London Road. This point has been 
dealt with by separating the store from 
the parade of shops, creating three 
wide entries opposite the Tabernacle. 
and raising the lowest floor of the 
office building to 30ft above ground 
floor level. An open shopping plan was 
one of the client's stipulations. 


Design 

The relative heights, bulk and posi- 
tioning of the various units in them- 
selves create a pleasing architectural 
composition. The general treatment of 
the individual building being kept as 
simple as possible. In the case of the 
office building, the frame has been 
expressed above the 30ft level on 
two of the elevations, whilst the end 
walls have been kept solid as a back- 
ground for neon signs. The first floor 
to the shopping arcade which required 
no daylighting on the front has been 
treated as a wide band for neon signs, 
the ground floor being left for 
tenants’ shop fronts, the design of 
which will be controlled. The eleva- 
tions to the store have been treated in 
a similar manner but a wider adver- 
tising band has been used with a run 
of clerestory windows inserted above 
to light the top floor. The low block 
facing the main road has been kept as 
light as possible, the whole of the first 
floor being designed as a glass box. 
The multi-storey garage will generally 
be finished in bush hammered con- 
crete. 


Construction 

The office block is supported by deep 
beams cantilevered off a double row 
of columns and is carried clear of the 
two-storey shops at ground level. The 
latter are constructed of reinforced 
concrete slabs supported load- 


bearing brickwork. The four-storey 
department store has columns forming 
a 20ft square grid the floors being of 
flat slab construction spanning two 
ways.

Escalators and Lifts 


This company recently signed an 
agreement with Eggers-Kehrhahn, one 
of the Rheinstahl Hamburg steel 
group of West Germany, by which they 
undertake the installation and ser- 
vicing of Eggers-Kehrhahn escalators 
and Paternoster continuous lifts. The 
Paternoster, which is designed for use 
in buildings with heavy inter-floor 
passenger traffic, consists of a series of 
lift cars which move constantly at 
slow speed and are attached to chains 
so that, at each landing entrance, two 
cars are always available, one going 
up and one down. Passengers enter 
and alight whilst the cars are moving 
and there are no doors either on the 
landings or cars. Safeguards are pro- 
vided to stop the movement in the 
event of an obstruction and at the 
terminals, the cars remain upright so 
that no harm is done even if a 
passenger fails to alight. The Pater- 
noster, with two-person cars, occupies 
a well measuring 8ft 8in by Sft 3in, i.e. 
about half the space required for a 
twin passenger lift of comparable 
cost. A pit of 17ft below the lowest 
floor served is required and the head- 
room above the top floor is 23ft. An 
Eggers-Kehrhahn escalator which was 
recently installed by the company, was 
imported as a complete unit and took 
only a few days to place in position 
before being ready for operation. In 
place of normal structural steel sec- 
tions, the escalator frame is made from 
high-tensile steel tube which supports 
the entire machine with its driving 
gear, so that a motor room is not re- 
quired. Each escalator is made to suit 
the floor height required and, in 
addition to a range of standard types, 
individual machines can be made. In 
the standard sizes the widths of step 
are 24in, 32in and 40in, whilst for each 
size the angle of inclination may be 
either 30 deg or 35 deg.

Central Heating Unit (E) 


The Lofire-Heatall central heating 
unit is designed for use with either 
Lofire Underdraught, Haighton 2845 
or the Lofire “A” fires.
